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Get More from ‘‘Mini Sets’’^ 


F or more JHAN 60 years, nu- 
mismatists have assembled cur- 
rent and obsolete series of United 
States coins by date and mintmark. 

The objective is to create a complete 
set, including the more expensive, 
key-date coins. Some collectors find 
this a frustrating — and expensive — 
proposition and forever drop numismatics in favor of 
other leisure-time pursuits. 

This unfortunate situation can be avoided simply by 
assembling “mini sets” of coins, allowing you, not the 
coin folder, to determine the direction of your collection. 
Instead of merely filling holes in an album, you can organ- 
ize your coins in a fashion that reflects your tastes and in- 
terests. Numismatists have assembled mini sets of coins 
since the inception of coin collecting. However, the prac- 
tice fell out of favor in the 1930s with the introduction of 
coin albums, which encouraged collecting by mintmark 
and consecutive dates. 

Many practical advantages await those who pursue mini 
sets. By discounting the importance of key dates, collec- 
tors on a budget find they have more money to purchase 
higher-grade coins in a targeted series. I think most nu- 
mismatic professionals would agree that a small collection 



in choice condition is much more de- 
sirable than a complete set of coins 
in mediocre condition. 

Mini-set collecting also allows you 
to explore specimens that are scarce 
or undervalued because of the inor- 
dinate attention given key dates. In 
many instances, after a little research 
and careful notation, you will find that some of the com- 
mon dates are not as common as generally believed and 
are appealingly low-priced. 

The numismatic market likewise benefits from the col- 
lecting of mini sets. Because heavily promoted key coins 
have been put in their proper perspective, collectors can 
drop their inhibitions and explore obsolete series or even 
early type issues. The infusion of new collectors, in turn, 
stimulates the market. 

What you include in your mini sets is entirely up to 
you. If you don’t know where to start, you might find the 
following suggestions helpful. 

Buffalo and Liberty Head nickels, as well as early type 
coins, such as half cents, large cents, 2- and 3 -cent pieces, 
and Liberty Seated silver coins, are good candidates for 
mini sets. Standing Liberty quarters (1916-30) are popu- 
lar with hobbyists, but the 1916 and 191 8-S “8 over 7” 
are expensive in any grade. Instead, the mini-set collector 
might focus on Philadelphia Mint issues, “recessed date” 
specimens produced from 1925, or maybe just some low- 
mintage “favorites,” all in nice condition. Are they 
costly? No, not as much as a complete set. Are they a 
good value and worth the money? Definitely! 

Mini sets enhance your collecting enjoyment because 
you are in charge. You will save money, cultivate your 
special interests and expand your knowledge. In the 
process, you are sure to rediscover why you became in- 
terested in numismatics in the first place. •

ANA TARGET 2001: Building for a New Century 
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Numismatic Curators: 

An Endangered Species 

I was happy to see the Bacharach- 
quality color portrait of the four cu- 
rators (Robert Hoge, Albert Schef- 
fers, Graham Dyer and Richard 
Doty) on the cover of the March 
2001 issue. The work of numismatic 
curators is little understood and less 
appreciated, both here and abroad. 

Curators are, for one thing, an en- 
dangered species. Regarding the pho- 
tograph on page 271, it should be 
noted that Dr. Alan Stahl, one of the 
winning team members in the 1991 
World Series of Numismatics, no 
longer works as a full-time curator. 
In fact, just now it probably would 
be impossible to put together a team 
of three, full-time numismatic cura- 
tors in the United States, especially 
since the drastic reductions that have 
taken place at the American Numis- 
matic Society and the Smithsonian 
Institution in the past decade. 

Quite apart from their currently 
endangered status in the United 
States, professional curators do not, I 
am afraid, conform to your descrip- 
tion of them as needing only “an in- 
satiable curiosity, an adventuresome 
spirit, and a love of the hobby and 
history.” If that were the case, we 
certainly would have a plethora of 
curators instead of a dearth of them. 
The truth is that truly professional 
curators require much more than the 
“gee-whiz!” attitude your article at- 
tributes to them. In Europe, for ex- 
ample, a numismatic curator usually 
has a university doctorate. Even in 
our more egalitarian society, some- 
thing more than enthusiasm and a 


background as a collector is essential 
for success if one is to obtain one of 
the very few available positions of 
this sort. 

So let us celebrate curators and their 
willingness to sacrifice more profitable 
opportunities in the interest of schol- 
arship and public service. Let us not 
make their jobs harder by portraying 
their work as easier than it is.

AUSTRIA: 

Bimetallic Coin Marks 
End of Schilling Era 

On April 18, the Austrian Mint un- 
veiled the last bimetallic 50-schilling 
coin to be issued before the nation 
converts to euro currency in January 
2002. (For the first two months of 
2002, both schillings and euros will 
be accepted as payment.) The coin 
appropriately commemorates the 
schilling, the basis of the national 
currency of Austria for the greater 
part of the 20th century. 

The coin’s reverse shows three 
schilling types: the original issue of 
1924 displaying the Parliament in 
Vienna and the Austrian shield sur- 
rounded by olive branches; the first 
issue introduced after World War II 
(1946/47), depicting a farmer sowing

his field to represent reconstruction; 
and the 1959 design featuring three 
edelweiss flowers. The inscription 
reads SCHILLING* 16.JUNI 1924- 
28.FEBRUAR 2002. The obverse 


shows the traditional nine provincial 
coats-of-arms. 

The “schilling era” piece is the 
ninth issue in Austria’s bimetallic 
50-schilling coin series. A total of 
600,000 circulating coins will be re- 
leased through banks in Austria. An- 
other 100,000 uncirculated pieces 
will be available to collectors for $9 
each.

South Carolina Quarters 
Fly Confederate Flag 

South Carolina State quarters, over- 
stamped with the Confederate flag, 
are turning up in pocket change, a 
recent Associated Press story re- 
vealed. The detailed defacement 
shows the flag (with its stars arrayed 
in an “X” pattern) stamped over the 
official quarter reverse, which fea- 
tures a palmetto tree, Carolina wren 
and yellow jasmine. Four such coins 
have been reported so far, and the 
Secret Service is investigating.

Mint Marketing Plan 
Produces Profits 

The United States Mint realized a 
$2.6 million profit for fiscal year 
2000, while recruiting tens of mil- 
lions of new coin collectors — all pri- 
marily a result of the success of its 
50 State Quarters™ Program, ac- 


cording to an April 21 story in the 
Los Angeles Times. This year’s agenda 
is even more ambitious, including 
partnerships and licensing agree- 
ments with a host of brand names, 
from National Geographic and Scho- 
lastic Books to H.E. Harris, an 85- 
year-old manufacturer of coin- and 
stamp-collecting products. 

These lucrative business alliances 
are a public-relations dream, reach- 
ing a wide cross-section of the pub- 
lic. The deal with H.E. Harris, for 
example, has resulted in a series of 
products that will appear in 6,000 to 
8,000 retail stores nationwide, from 
Barnes & Noble to Michaels, and ul- 
timately Target and Wal-Mart. 

“This doesn’t sound very tradi- 
tional for a federal agency,” says As- 
sociate Mint Director David Pickens. 
“But I think this is an example of the

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government acting responsibly to 
provide both assistance and support 
to the coin-collecting hobby, educa- 
tion to the public and profitability to 
reduce the national debt.” 

Bullion Mintages Drop 

The United States Mint is maintain- 
ing an inventory of more than 
300,000 ounces of 2000-dated uncir- 
culated American Eagle bullion 
coins that eventually will have to be 
melted. The situation is due, in part, 
to the Y2K computer scare. 

Prior to 2000, worried investors 
were interested in buying gold, pur- 
chasing 800,000 ounces of American 
Eagles. However, the Mint sold only 
8 percent of its 1999 levels (164,500 
ounces) in 2000, and had to deal 
with a flat gold market and an ab- 


normally high inventory, according 
to Mint spokesperson Michael 
White. The Mint will continue to 
sell 2000-dated gold American Ea- 
gles, along with 2001 -dated gold 
bullion coins, until an as yet unspec- 
ified date, says White. 

Steel Cent Chemist Dies 

Chemist Henry Brown died on 
March 1 5 in Palo Alto, California, at 
the age of 93. Among other achieve- 
ments, during World War II “he 
showed the United States Treasury 
how to make steel cents gleam and 
invented a high-speed process for 
brass-plating shell cases so they did 
not stick in artillery guns,” accord- 
ing to The New York Times. He was 
so successful that complaints were 
received from people who mistook 



the shiny cents for dimes, and the 
Mint decided to return to the cop- 
per/zinc alloy used for most of 1942.*

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Jewels of the 
Bass Collection 

Experts preview an extraordinary exhibit of the 
incomparable Bass Collection that will be unveiled 
at the ANA Money Museum this summer.

Harry Bass Jr. was the quintessential 
collector. Part researcher, part numis- 
matic detective, he assembled a truly 
remarkable collection. 


ANA ARCHIVES 


ARRY Bass Jr. was a consummate collector and nu- 
mismatist. When he first became interested in coins in 
1965, he took a full year to study the subject and de- 
termine which areas of collecting he wanted to pursue. 
“He chose United States gold coinage, in all its little- 
known variations, as a field offering both tantalizing challenge and po- 
tential reward,” says ANA Museum Curator Robert W. Hoge. 
“Throughout history, gold has held terrific allure, perhaps no more so 
than for this collector/connoisseur, who amassed the foremost collection 
of U.S. gold coins ever assembled. His cabinet included not only 
examples of virtually all issues by denomination, date and mint- 
mark, but also major and minor varieties in almost every known 
die-pairing combination of the series (including previously un- 
recorded die varieties and die states he discovered in the course 
of his research).” 

Upon his death in 1998, the collection was willed to the Harry 
Bass Jr. Research Foundation, a nonprofit charitable trust, which 
retained a core collection representative of its founder’s numis- 
matic interests and activities. (The remainder was sold in a series 
of four public sales conducted by Auctions by Bowers and Mer- 
ena of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, that generated funding for 
the Foundation’s various charitable programs.) 

That impressive core collection, now on long-term loan to the 
ANA, will make its formal, public debut this summer when the 
Association unveils its innovative, new Museum galleries at its 
headquarters in Colorado Springs, Colorado. What follows is a 
small but spectacular sampling of the collection’s highlights, with 
expert commentary by Hoge and Bowers and Merena senior nu- 
mismatist Mark Borckardt, and coin photographs by Douglas 
Plasencia, also of Bowers and Merena. 
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Although the Mint earlier struck copper and sil- 
ver pieces, gold coinage took on primary importance 
beginning in 1795. 


1796 “No Stars” Quarter Eagle 

“In the early days of the American republic, production of appropri- 
ate and acceptable coinage posed several challenges. By law, under the 
Mint Act of April 16, 1792, American legal-tender coins were required 
to include a number of features: the wording UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA and LIBERTY, images of Liberty and an eagle, and the date,” 
explains Hoge. “Establishing workable standards proved to be very diffi- 
cult. Silver coinage was overvalued in relation to Spanish money, for 
which it was legally exchangeable, while gold declined in value in rela- 
tion to silver. Thus it became profitable for merchant speculators to melt 
and export early American coins.” 

From 1795, gold denominations contained 916.7 parts pure gold al- 
loyed with 83.3 parts silver/copper, making 22kt-gold coins. In 1834 
weights and fineness were reduced, and in 1837 the alloy was changed to 
90-percent gold. 

The 1796 quarter eagles without stars were the first coins of this de- 
nomination produced by the Mint. Although the Mint earlier struck cop- 
per and silver pieces, gold coinage took on primary importance beginning 
in 1795, says Borckardt, who assisted Hoge in documenting the ANA’s 
Bass exhibit. Coins struck in this precious metal were examined with a 
critical eye. The first quarter eagles strictly followed prescribed standards. 
Today, many consider this initial design among the most pleasing be- 
cause of its simple, cameo-like appearance, Borckardt adds. 

“This example from the Harry W. Bass Jr. Collection, while by no 
means the finest known, certainly qualifies as a top example among sur- 
vivors. Approximately 100 remain in existence today from an original 
mintage estimated at 963 coins. This mintage consisted of 66 coins de- 
livered from the coiner on September 21, 1796, and 897 examples deliv- 
ered December 8, 1796,” says Borckardt. 

“Coinage metal was prepared by the Mint assayer and delivered to the 
coining department for production. The completed coins then were de- 
livered by the chief coiner to the Mint treasurer, with the dates recorded 
as ‘delivery dates.’ While these recorded dates are considered ‘mintage 
dates’ today, the coins actually were struck during an unspecified period 
of one or more days prior to the delivery date,” he explains. 

1829 Half Eagle 

“This coin is a numismatic delight,” asserts Borckardt. The original 
of this Liberty design was by Chief Engraver Robert Scot. His immediate 
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successor, William Kneass, modified the presentation with a smaller 
date and stars. The revised design also reflects a more even rim and den- 
ticles. This was the first year of the “close collar,” which helped main- 
tain a uniform edge and, for the first time, added reeding at the moment 
of striking. Borckardt points out: 

Among half eagles, the transition to the new close collar occurred in 1829, 
with two die varieties known, one from each type of retaining collar. Both 
varieties are extremely rare, with less than 12 examples known of each. 
Various students have provided slightly different estimates of the actual 
number surviving. 

In the second part of The Harry W. Bass Jr. Collection sale. Bowers and 
Merena suggested that seven large-planchet (old collar) examples are 
known and eight small-planchet (new collar) coins exist. Bass was able to 
acquire two examples of each variety. (He acquired the piece shown here 
from the Norweb Collection. It carries a prestigious pedigree back to 
Colonel Mendes I. Cohen, a collector active in the early 1870s.) 


Proof 1854 Type I Liberty Dollar 

The Liberty Head design by James Barton Longacre was the first 
of three major gold-dollar types. According to Borckardt, proof Liberty 
types are extremely rare, with most known examples dated 1849. It is 
doubtful that more than 15 proofs exist from all six years of issuance. 

“This lovely proof example was acquired from Stack’s Auction ’85, 
held in July of that year,” says Borckardt. “This coin generally is be- 
lieved to be unique in proof format, although Walter Breen recorded a 
second example that he stated had been seen by Wayte Raymond some- 
time prior to 1951. When Stack’s offered this coin, the cataloger noted 
that the appearance represented the first time a proof 1854 Liberty 
Head gold dollar had been offered for sale at public auction and sug- 
gested it may represent a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity. This coin has 
been in the Bass Collection since that time. 

“In his Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof Coins ^ Breen 
noted that the coin was from the set furnished the authorities of the City 
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of Bremen, July 1854, in exchange for a group of 
coins of Bremen given by them to the Mint collec- 
tion. What appears to be this piece was recovered in 
Switzerland and seen at the 1975 ANA Convention.” 

1 866 Double Eagle “with Motto” 

“Thanks to the great California Gold Rush and 
its aftermath, the world’s gold supply doubled during 
a short span of years in the mid 19th century, and 
the need arose for a new, high-denomination coin. 
Hoge explains, “Minting equipment became increas- 
ingly fast and efficient, and by the 1850s, the $20 
gold piece — the double eagle — was the foremost 
American coin.” 

The $20 gold pieces were issued in two basic de- 
signs, each divisible into several types. James B. 
Longacre’s design of a Liberty Head with coronet 
and garnished Heraldic Eagle was minted from 1849 
to 1907. The motto IN GOD WE TRUST was added 
to the reverse in 1866, when this piece was produced. 

Just 30 proof examples of this issue were struck, and 
only about 10 examples are known today. This partic- 
ular piece is one of the very finest known. Two other 
survivors reside in museums — one at the American 
Numismatic Society in New York City, and another 
at the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D.C. 

Unique 1870-S $3 

This amazing coin is part of the only complete 
collection of this denomination in existence. Bass ac- 
quired the piece from the Louis Eliasberg Sr. Collec- 
tion. Eliasberg, in turn, had obtained the coin from 
the William H. Woodin Collection. Borckardt notes 
that coincidentally Woodin served as secretary of the 
treasury in 1933 when President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt signed the order to cease production of gold 
coinage for circulation. 

“Whereas the $5 half eagle served as the primary 
American gold coin, the $3 issue (1854-89) was an 
unpopular anomaly,” says Hoge. It was minted in ac- 
cordance with legislation in 1853 to provide a con- 
venient “multiple” for the 3 -cent piece, which was in- 
troduced in 1851 to make it easier to purchase 
postage stamps (which cost 3 cents at the time). In 
addition, it was the first legal-tender U.S. coin that 
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did not contain its intrinsic value in precious metal. 

The obverse of this particular specimen is standard for the era. Un- 
even spacing of the letters in LIBERTY on the Indian princess head- 
dress can be seen on other dates as well. The design of Liberty s ear and 
flowing curls, as well as the beading and plumes on the headdress, show 
how a skilled engraver can create the illusion of depth on a surface only 
millimeters thick. 

The reverse shows even, well-formed denticles, digits and letters 
a vast improvement over earlier coins. The numerals “893 scratched in 
by hand at the top of the reverse remain unexplained. 

Borckardt explains that two examples were struck from a pair of dies 
received at the San Francisco Mint from Philadelphia without a mint- 
mark, onto which the “S” mintmark was engraved. J.B. Harmstead 
was coiner at the San Francisco Mint in 1870, and he kept one example, 
presumably this coin. A second reportedly was placed in the corner- 
stone of the San Francisco Mint in 1870. However, later examination 
failed to reveal the second example, and no information about the piece 
has surfaced. 

1 907 Extra-High-Relief Double Eagle 

Many consider Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ double eagle to be the 
single, most beautiful circulating UJnited States coin. President 
Theodore Roosevelt’s initiative to improve gold coinage began early in 
1905; two years later, the talented sculptor Saint-Gaudens provided ac- 
ceptable designs for the eagle and doublo eagle. 

As Bass Foundation Vice President Ed Deane rhapsodizes. When 
Liberty strides directly toward you, with Freedom s torch and an olive 
branch in hand, her hair and gown billowing in the breeze, the three- 
dimensional sense of her presence is complete. Liberty is on the move! 
This was Roosevelt’s concept, as well as America s vision of itself, in this 
era of new prosperity prior to World ur 1. 

“The image of the flying eagle (as u^od on the 1-cent piece of 1857) 
was Saint-Gaudens’ favorite coin motif,” says Deane. In the artist s 
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conception, nothing constrains the eagle’s full flight. [Its] huge wings 
display both power and majesty as [it] races across an open sky (repre- 
sented by the sun’s rays reaching the edge of the coin). The high relief 
lifts the bird from the background, empowering it to fly.” 

The exceptionally high relief of the piece, meant to serve as a 
prototype to illustrate the sculptor’s concept, was not suitable for circu- 
lating coins, due in part to the extraordinary effort required to strike 
them. Mint Director Frank A. Leach noted that their production re- 
quired at least 12 blows on a medal press. Most known examples have a 
letter/ed edge with stars. A unique example has a plain edge, and another 
has /stars between each letter. Only about 1 5 examples are known today, 
s^s Borckardt. 

Bass acquired this magnificent example from the Eliasberg Collection. 
Eliasberg purchased the piece in 1942 from the John Clapp Collection. 
Although a few finer examples exist, Borckardt believes it is a coin of 
truly exquisite beauty.

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Inflation and 
Standards of Living, 
Past and Present 


Since ancient times, politics, societal pressures and 
religion have helped shape the world’s economic and 
cultural development. 


J UST HOW WELL did people live in years past? This question 
always has intrigued me. I often wondered if 19th-century 
households had to contend with inflation, or if medieval farm 
laborers were paid a living wage. In this three-part series, I 
will briefly explore money, inflation and standards of living 
throughout the ages. This initial installment deals with monetary history 
and early inflation. The second part will focus on early ideas about 
money, while the final section will evaluate standards of living. 

A Brief History of Time and Money 

Before we can begin to understand inflation, we must look at the de- 
velopment of trade, money and modern economics over the centuries. 
What follows is a greatly condensed history. 

Lydia. Barter was the only economy in the West until about 650 B.C., 
when King Ardys of Lydia authorized the first coin — a uniface, bean- 
shaped piece struck in electrum, a naturally occurring alloy of silver (ap- 
proximately 66 percent) and gold. Some 50 years later, Lydian King Aly- 
attes improved upon the concept, introducing a reverse die and striking 
electrum staters with a fixed weight of 168 grains. Coins of lesser weight 
also were produced and accepted as fractions of staters. 

About 550 B.C., King Croesus of Lydia struck coins in gold and silver. 
The gold issues were 98-percent pure and reserved for large transac- 
tions, such as government imports and exports, while the silver coins 
were used for smaller payments, such as soldiers’ salaries. (In fact, the 
word “soldier” comes from the Latin solidus, a coin denomination used in 
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The Roman Empire issued a number of coin denom- 
inations, not only in gold, but also in silver, copper and 
various alloys. 


medieval times to pay armies. Roman soldiers sometimes were paid in 
salt, hence the word “salary.”) 

Persia. In 546 B.C. Persia’s Cyrus II conquered Lydia, gaining con- 
trol of its mint and enormous treasury. However, Cyrus did not issue 
coins, preferring to use bullion throughout his reign. He was succeeded 
by Darius I, who, quickly realizing that the bullion system was ineffi- 
cient, utilized the mint to strike gold staters, or darks, which, like their 
Lydian predecessors, were 98-percent pure. Finding gold to be too soft 
for daily use, Darius alloyed his coinage metal with a small amount of 
copper to improve durability. The daric soon circulated in all areas un- 
der Persian control and throughout the Mediterranean. 

Greece. Persia used the Lydian treasury to hire additional soldiers to 
attack the Ionian Greeks, while the Greeks used the silver from mines in 
Laurian to finance construction of a fleet of warships. The war raged for 
decades, with Greece finally defeating the Persians in 479 B.C. Greece 
became the dominant European empire, and its coinage circulated 
widely in the Mediterranean. A laborer in ancient Greece earned two sil- 
ver obols a day (roughly 1.43 grams). 

Rome. In 190 B.C. Rome assumed de facto control of Greece, herald- 
ing a new era in the eastern Mediterranean and setting the stage for cen- 
turies of Roman supremacy. The Roman Empire issued a number of 
coin denominations, not only in gold, but also in silver, copper and vari- 
ous alloys. The workhorse of Rome’s monetary system was the silver 
denarius. In A.D. 215 a double denarius, often called an antoninianus, 
was introduced and became the principal 
coin of the Empire. In time it, like the 
denarius, suffered debasement, its composi- 
tion changing from silver to copper with a 
silver wash. Of course, this led to inflation. 

In the 4th century A.D., Rome was in- 
vaded by barbarians from the north. In 330 
Emperor Constantine I (the Great) left the 
city to establish a new capital in Byzantium 
(which he called Constantinople), effectively 
splitting the Roman Empire into western 
and eastern sectors. The western empire 
steadily decayed until it succumbed to Ger- 
manic barbarians in 476, plunging Europe 
into the Dark Ages.

Crusaders reached the 
Byzantine Empire in 1097. 
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The Byzantine Empire and the Dark Ages. Many Roman citizens 
emigrated to Constantinople following the collapse of the Western Ro- 
man Empire. The Germanic invaders struck coins, but adopted the style 
of those produced by the Eastern Roman (or Byzantine) Empire. How- 
ever, as Western European society devolved into agrarian feudalism, the 
need for coins diminished. Indeed, at the time of the Norman conquest 
in 1066, a laborer was paid one silver penny a day (1.32 grams), not 
much different from the daily salary of a laborer in ancient Greece. 

Meanwhile, the Byzantine Empire thrived. In the early 300s, Constan- 
tine the Great issued gold solidi, which retained the same weight for 700 
years. However, during the Crusades (the first of which began in 1096), 
the Empire began to crumble. Intellectuals fled, returning to the great 
city-states of Italy. The Empire fell to the Turks in the mid 1400s. 

The repository of classical knowledge had been the great library in 
Alexandria, Egypt, which went up in flames in ancient times. Eortu- 
nately, that knowledge had been absorbed into Arab-Islamic culture, and 
it was largely through the Islamic East that knowledge flowed back into 
Europe, marking the beginning of the Renaissance. 

The Renaissance. Western Europe’s Renaissance began in the early 
to mid 15th century, paving the way for our modern economy. Mediter- 
ranean trade routes grew, as did the number of new businesses, such as 
import/export firms and insurance companies, and double-entry book- 
keeping took hold. This was the beginning of the modern middle class 
and the rise of the meritocracy. 

During this period, however, cultural development and economic ex- 
pansion did not necessarily go hand in hand. The plague swept through 
Europe in the 1340s and again in the following century, with a loss of 
human life of up to 70 percent, depending on the region. The dimin- 
ished population resulted in shrinking markets and a smaller labor 
force. According to The Colmnbia History of the World, in Renaissance 
Italy “fewer workers meant higher wages; fewer mouths to feed meant 
lower prices for grain and a larger share of what the land produced . . . 
There is evidence, too, that lower grain prices encouraged landowners 
and peasants to diversify their crops and give part of their time and la- 
bor to more expensive and profitable foods like wine, oil, cheese, butter 
and vegetables.” 

The Reformation. In 1517 Martin Luther, a German priest and pro- 
fessor, challenged the Church’s interest in worldly affairs, power and 
wealth, urging a return to spirituality. What followed was a religious 
revolution known as the Reformation. It had far-reaching political, social 
and economic effects and became the basis for Protestantism. Intellectu- 
als now felt empowered to think for themselves rather than be dictated 
by the Church and its views. 

Another revolution took place in the judicial system. A big player in 
this change was Sir Edward Coke, a judge under James I of England in 
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BEFORE COLUMBUS’ VOYAGE of discovery in 1492, 
two-thirds of the world’s gold came from Africa’s Gold

the early 1600s. He stressed due process, an independent judiciary and 
case law (three important components of modern, Western law). This 
led to the development of contract law, copyright law and patent law, 
which created the financial stability needed for successful business. 

Centuries of Inflation 

It is clear that many factors — political, cultural, religious and social 
— affected the world economy. Over the centuries, coinage slowly was 
devalued, while the cost of labor increased. 

In this regard, Samuel Blodget’s Economica: A Statistical Manual for the 
United States of America^ published in 1 806 (see The Numismatist^ August 
2000, p. 913), presents some marvelous information. This data, com- 
bined with figures regarding the number of grains of silver in a penny 
from medieval times to the 19th century, clearly shows the devaluation 
of this standard denomination (see Figure 1). Also included are graphs 
showing the cost of farm labor in pennies (Figure 2) and in grains of sil- 
ver (Figure 3). 

Figure 1 shows the decrease in the number of grains of silver in a 
penny; Figure 2 shows the increase in the price (in pennies) of farm la- 
bor per day; and Figure 3 combines the two, showing the price of farm 
labor per day in grains of silver. The latter stayed remarkably stable until 
the 1700s, showing that the monetary standard of living did not change 
appreciably until that time. 

Figure 4 presents a price index from medieval times to the present 
based on the cost of 10 bushels of wheat, 1 sheep and 1 ounce of silver. 
(These items were noted in Blodget’s book and were selected simply be- 
cause of the availability of price information.) The index shows that in- 
flation was mild from 1050 to 1910, but picked up markedly thereafter. 

Gold and Silver Supply 

Before Columbus’ voyage of discovery in 1492, two-thirds of the 
world’s gold came from Africa’s Gold Coast via land caravan. But when 
the Portuguese opened a sea route around the mid 15th century, gold 
poured into Europe. The resulting sudden increase in Europe’s gold 
supply actually led to an increase in the relative value of silver. 

With exploration of the New World came the discovery of gold in 
South America. (For the native inhabitants, gold was purely decorative 
and had no monetary value.) From 1500 to 1650, an estimated 180 to 
200 tons of gold was shipped from South America to Spain. But, more

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importantly, Spain imported 200,000 tons of silver from 1500 to 1600, 
and 236,000 tons from 1600 to 1650, resulting in a significant rise in 
price levels. 

Almost all this silver (about 85 percent) came from the colonial mine 
at Potosi (in what now is Bolivia), which began operation in 1545. Six 
thousand African slaves were brought in to work the mines, but, suffer- 
ing the effects of the high altitude (15,000 feet above sea level), they 
died off quickly. So the Spanish decided to press the natives into service. 

Each miner was required to deliver 1 74 tons of ore every day. This 
meant he had to mine then drag 28 100-pound bags through narrow 
tunnels and up ladders in shafts. If he could not make his quota (as often 
happened), he would have to work on Sundays or ask his family (in- 
cluding women and children) to help. Accidents were very common, and 
80 percent of the miners died within their first year. But it was the intro- 
duction of European diseases, like smallpox, measles, tuberculosis and 
influenza, that killed the majority of the native inhabitants. Between 
1500 and 1600, the indigenous population of Central and South Amer- 
ica was reduced by 90 percent! 


The Effects of More Money 

With the increased availability of precious metals in Europe came 
heightened production of money. This led to: 

• Inflation. 

• Trade among the middle class. (With a portable supply of wealth, peo- 
ple were not tied to the land and farming, and now could travel and trade.) 

• An economy no longer based on barter. 

• A money-based, not land-based, system of wealth. 
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• The establishment of Europe as an economic power. (After falling to the 
Turks in 1453, Constantinople began losing what importance it still held.) 

The Development of Monetary Theory 

Even in early times, intellectuals pondered money and its value: 

• In 1355 Nicholas Oresme, an economist, mathematician and physi- 
cist, wrote that the amount of circulating bullion defined its value. In other 
words, if the amount of circulating silver is doubled, its value is halved. 
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• In 1526 Nicolaus Copernicus wrote his Treatise on Debasement, in 
which he stated that the total number of coins in circulation, not their 
bullion content, defined their value. 

• In 1560 Thomas Gresham, a Belgian financier and advisor to Queen 
Elizabeth I, first said those famous words: “bad money drives out good” 
(that is, when a government attempts to make two different kinds of 
money, unequal in value, circulate together as if they were equal, people 
will hoard the more valuable money).

The Star and 
the Black Hole 


An inexpensive, seemingly defaced 1821 silver 8 reales 
is just as intriguing now as it was when one collector 
purchased it more than 40 years ago. 


B ack in 1959, shortly after I began to collect coins, I hap- 
pened across a curious piece at a money-changer’s shop in 
El Salvador, Central America. It was a silver 8 reales 
minted in 1821 in Guadalajara, Mexico. The reverse car- 
ried the arms of Spain; the obverse bore a right-facing por- 
trait of Spain’s King Ferdinand VII. However, counterstamped on the 
bust was a six-pointed, radiant star within a circle, and next to it was 
a large, ugly hole. 

Although I wanted to buy the coin, I hesitated. I had learned that pur- 
chasing damaged pieces was not wise, but surely I could make an excep- 
tion in this case. In those days, Spanish colonial 8 reales in good condi- 
tion cost about US$2. For this damaged specimen, I was certain the 
money-changer would accept $1.60, but he declined. He returned the 
coin to his drawer of “new purchases,” where it remained for months. I 
caught a glimpse of it from time to time when I visited his shop. 

I could not stop thinking about the coin. The counterstamped star was 
impressive, looking much like the decoration on a military badge. If only 
there were no ugly hole! Finally, the money-changer agreed to $1.80, 
giving me a 20-cent discount because of the missing silver. Coins were 
exchanged, and both parties were satisfied. 

Now that I had the 8 reales in my possession, I had to know more about 
it. I consulted several references and learned that the Viceroyalty of New 
Spain (which governed Spain’s conquered lands north of the Isthmus of 
Panama) had struck coins since 1536. In 1810 Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla, 
a parish priest in Dolores, led the people in a revolt against Spanish rule. 
The conflict between the royalists and the rebels made the long routes 
from the mining district to the mint in Mexico City too hazardous for the 
transportation of gold and silver. It became necessary to strike coins

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closer to the mines, and the Viceroy decreed in 1812 that a provisional 
mint be established in Guadalajara, where, for the most part, 8 reales and 
8 escudos were made. The mint was closed in 1815, but reopened in 1818, 
producing coins for the Spanish Crown up to 1822. 

The southernmost province in the Viceroyalty of New Spain was 
Costa Rica. Because there was no safe overland route, trade suffered and 
currency was in short supply. (In 1829 a mint was established in the capi- 
tal city of San Jose, but was plagued by technical problems and a lack of 
precious metals.) Thus, the coins that circulated in Costa Rica generally 
were colonial and republican issues from other Latin 
American countries. 

When Mexico declared its independence from Spain 
in 1821, Costa Rica joined the short-lived Mexican 
Empire. In 1823 Costa Rica helped create the United 
Provinces of Central America, but, disenchanted with 
the strife in the other four states of the federation, 
severed its ties in 1838 and struck out on its own. 

In April 1840, a national coat of arms was pro- 
posed: a radiant star against a circle of blue, with the 
inscription ESTADO DE COSTA RICA. Twenty 
months later, an order was given to nationalize all 
foreign coins by counterstamping them with the same 
star symbol. This explains how an 1821 8 reales from 
Guadalajara — which likely circulated in currency- 
starved Costa Rica — came to bear the arms of Costa Rica. 

But what about the “black hole”? Apparently, the Costa Rican govern- 
ment covered the expense of the counterstamping by extracting 3 grams 
of silver from each coin! 

Thus the mystery is solved. An “official” hole in a Mexican coin bene- 
fited the nation of Costa Rica and created a numismatic curiosity for col- 
lectors of Latin American coinage. •

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Rocky Mountain Minting 


D espite the highly suc- 
cessful coinage efforts of 
Clark, Gruber and Com- 
pany, the nearly 30,000 citizens of 
the Colorado Territory wanted an 
official United States branch mint. 
Many believed this would improve 
economic conditions by providing a 
secure depository for bullion as well 
as a greater quantity of coins for cir- 
culation. And so the saga of Rocky 
Mountain minting continues. 

A Curious Turn of Events 

To satisfy citizens’ demands, a bill 
was passed in 1862 to establish a 
mint in Colorado. By April of that 
year, the firm of Clark, Gruber and 
Company had produced $594,305 in 
gold coins and made it known it was 
willing to sell its minting facilities. 

Evaluation of the proposition took 
some time. On the evening of Au- 
gust 18, about 300 people gathered 
at a meeting to discuss what could 
be done about the irritating delay in 
negotiations. The government was 
urged to act promptly, and on No- 
vember 25, Secretary of the Treasury 
Salmon P. Chase offered $25,000 for 
the building and its contents. On 
March 3, 1863, Congress passed a 
resolution that enabled the govern- 
ment to obtain title to the mint. 
Actual possession took place a 
month later. 

Clark, Gruber and Company va- 
cated the premises in May and 
moved to a building adjacent to a 
bank on Denver’s “F” Street. By that 
time, the firm had discontinued mak- 
ing coins. Although the newly desig- 
nated Denver Mint was scheduled to 
begin operations immediately, the 
coining presses remained immobile. 


The Company Switches Gears 

Firm partner Emanuel Henry Gru- 
ber reminisced in a 1904 interview 
in the Denver Times:

The bills bear the im- 
print of American Bank Note Com- 
pany of New York and feature a cen- 
tral vignette of a plainsman shooting 
a buffalo. 

Clark, Gruber and Company’s 
notes actually were worth more than 
Uncle Sam’s $5 legal-tender bills. 
Why? Because the notes were re- 
deemable for face value in gold coin! 
Federal issues could not be re- 
deemed in this manner. In fact, the 
Treasury Department stipulated that 
anyone wanting gold coins in ex- 
change must pay a stiff premium.

He was 
vice president of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Company and the Northern 
Central Railroad.

and member of the board of control 
of the Baltimore council of safety. 

Newcomer bought significant por- 
tions of the collections of past ANA 
Presidents H.O. Granberg and Au- 
gustus Heaton. After assimilating the 
Granberg collection, he sold off 
the duplicates to Texas dealer B. 
Max Mehl. Newcomer’s collection 
was one of the finest ever assem- 
bled, certainly the best of his genera- 
tion. With the exception of the 1822 
half eagle, he had an example of 
every American coin. (Newcomer is 
one of several Baltimore bankers who 
formed outstanding numismatic 
collections, among them Mendes I. 
Cohen, John Work Garrett, T. Har- 
rison Garrett and Louis Eliasberg.) 

In 1931 Newcomer sold his collec- 
tion to Mehl for $250,000. Mehl 
paid off the deal in installments as 


he sold the collection. Garret pur- 
chased some choice items from the 
collection, including much of New- 
comer’s colonial coin collection and 
his “Lima style” doubloon. New- 
comer’s 1804 dollar and Brasher 
doubloon went to the eccentric Ed- 
ward Howland Robinson Green. 
Mehl’s catalog of the Newcomer 
collection contained photographs of 
the rarities, including some pieces 
he borrowed back from Garrett for 
the project. 

Generous in exhibiting his collec- 
tion at ANA conventions. New- 
comer made an unsuccessful bid for a 
position on the ANA Board in 1926, 
getting only 73 votes. He also was a 
member of the American Numis- 
matic Society and Maryland Histori- 
cal Society. He died on June 29, 
1934, while vacationing in Hawaii. •

John Hay: Engraver, Inventor and Occultist 


W HAT DO Paul Revere, 
Princess Isabel and 
Fanny Farmer have in 
common? All were portrayed by 
John Hay, a talented if not slightly 
eccentric engraver who created 
works for bank notes, corporate 
bonds, stock certificates and stamps. 

Born in Kingston-on-Thames, 
England, on July 3, 1908, Hay spent 
a few early years with relatives in 
Brooklyn, New York. Following his 
return to England, he and his family 
moved to Ottawa, Ontario, Canada. 
There, Hay studied at the Collegiate 
Institute, the Provisional School of 
Engineering of the Royal Military 
College in Kingston, and the Ottawa 
Technical School of The Royal 
Canadian Academy of Fine Arts. He 



also studied mechanical engineering 
at London University. 

Hay apprenticed for five years

with the Canadian Bank Note Com- 
pany, during which time he was sent 
to New York City to study drawing 
under George Bridgman. At age 37, 
Hay moved to Larchmont, New 
York, to work for American Bank 
Note Company. While employed 
there, he created a portrait of fel- 
low artist Elie T. Loizeaux, one of 
the great engravers and etchers of 
the 20th century. 

In 1962 Hay joined the United 
States Bank Note Corporation as 
vice president of research and devel- 
opment. He suffered a stroke in 
1970, but stayed on until 1973, when 
he retired at age 65. 

In his 28 years as an engraver.

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Of Pennies and the Pyx 


B ad money was abundant in 
the Western world. Silver 
coins, which originally were 
high-quality and reflected the 
stature of the issuing authority, had 
lost their luster by the 9th century. 
In most European realms, silver 
coinage was debased by official de- 
cree. Some issues were of such infe- 
rior quality that they became known 
as “black money” because of their 
dark toning. 

Spurious coinage was pervasive as 
well. (Could counterfeiting be the 
second oldest profession?) False is- 
sues often were the product of ne- 
farious characters who used base- 
metal blanks and crudely crafted 
dies. Even a relatively small number 
of such “coins” offered a big return, 
considering the small investment in 
their manufacture. Nor could some 
of the skilled moneyers who were 
paid to strike official coins resist the 
temptation to linger a little longer at 
day’s end: blanks, dies and hammer 
were at hand, and the fires were yet 
warm . . . surely a few extra pennies 
would not be missed. 

Whether Continental “fiat mon- 
ey” or English silver, the prescribed 
quality of coinage needed to be con- 
trolled. As early as the 9th century, 
laws were enacted that were aimed at 
discouraging the evil-doer: “He who 
utters false coin shall lose the hand 
with which he struck it.” By the 1 1th 
century, those who failed to prove 
their innocence were executed. 

In France, Austria and elsewhere, 
systems evolved whereby the quality 
of struck coins could be tested. Bars 
of silver of prescribed fineness were 
cast to serve as standards of refer- 
ence. The English standard was 


called “sterling.” Two specimen bars 
— one of “pure” silver, the second of 
coin fineness (.925) — were sent to

operational mints for use in testing 
their products. A second pair of bars 
was retained in the treasury for com- 
parative purposes. (For centuries, 
the French used for reference a bar 
of what they thought was pure silver, 
but later proved to be but .958 fine.) 

In England each mint placed sam- 
ples of its output in a “pyx,” or hold- 
ing box, and forwarded the coins 
quarterly to London, where they 
were weighed, counted and assayed, 
and tested against the prescribed 
standards. (This “Trial of the Pyx,” as 



it came to be called, was formally in- 
stituted sometime after 1248 and be- 
came the model for the now-defunct 
United States Assay Commission.) 

Punishment was meted out to 
mint workers who produced coin 
short on count, weight or fineness. 
The erstwhile practice of mutilation 
having been of dubious effect, other 
penalties were imposed, such as 
more stringent crown supervision, 
restitution, loss of privileges (or 
one’s job) and even exile en bloc. 

Western Europeans had yet to re- 
gain the expertise of their Greek, Ro- 
man and Byzantine predecessors, who 
had achieved a silver purity of .980. 
By the late 13 th century, technology 
had advanced, and the fineness of 
English silver approached .960. 

But change — small and large — was 
at hand. By the late 13 th century, in- 
tellectual and practical knowledge 
was reawakening in the East, spread- 
ing to Florence and Venice, blos- 
soming splendidly through France 
and the West, and 
blooming abundantly 
in England. The trans- 
formation was evident 
in myriad ways and 
impacted the lives of 
all. It encompassed the 
church, the arts, how 
man thought and ex- 
pressed himself, and 
even affected his money.

A REPORT ON TV about a 
new computer chip started 
me thinking about the cur- 
rent state of the art and how it af- 
fects (or is going to affect) ANA 
members. As a result, this month’s 
column may read like an editorial. 

The gist of the report is that this 
recently developed chip is some 30 
times faster than those currently in 
use and capable of performing some 
400 million operations in a fraction 
of a second. Admittedly, my first 
thought was “Who cares? (Then I 
wondered how this speed compares 
with the human brain.) But, there 
are people who do care and will line 
up to buy the first computer with the 
new chip. 

It seems a significant segment of 
the computerized population lives 
by the rule of “keeping up with the 
Joneses.” It used to be who had the 
sharpest-looking radio console, fol- 
lowed by who had the biggest, fanci- 
est TV on the block, or the classiest 
Mercedes — something, anything 
that displayed one-upmanship. 

I’ve participated in a few conver- 
sations in which people are compar- 
ing computers, and they can get 
pretty heated. And yes, I have spent 
more than I should on several com- 
puters, not really because I needed 
all the bells and whistles, but be- 
cause I wanted at least some brag- 
ging rights. So, having exposed my 
feet of clay, here’s a few, sage words 
of advice to those of you contem- 
plating either upgrading or buying 
your first computer. 

First, don’t fall into the trap of 
waiting. Something new and differ- 
ent turns up almost every day, and 
pri ces have more or less steadily 


dropped over the past several years, 
putting some real bargains on the 
market. Sales are down right now, so

you will be able to pick up some 
good deals. Getting a discount for 
signing up for an Internet service is 
not a bargain. Tying yourself down 
to a three-year contract is foolhardy 
at best, potentially expensive and a 
pain in the you-know-where. The 
computer industry is changing much 
too rapidly to commit yourself to a 
long-term contract. To put it in our 
hobby perspective, it would be like 
signing an agreement with the Mint 
to buy every commemorative coin it 
strikes until 2004. 

Computers and software are es- 
sentially obsolete the moment you 
buy them. New developments mean 
change, and tomorrow is certain to 
bring a better, more powerful com- 
puter. Just don’t wait for it or you’ll 
wind up never buying one. I bought 
my most recent computer last No- 
vember. In the following two weeks, 
the purchase price dropped several 
hundred dollars, with a printer and 
scanner thrown in. Today, the same 
brand of computer is more than 
$500 cheaper, and has a hard drive 
triple the size of mine and several 
new attachments. This is the case 


with every computer I’ve bought, so 
I’m used to it. I follow my own ad- 
vice on this score — I pick a purchase 
date and buy. No waiting. 

Up until the last couple of years, it 
wasn’t practical to buy a cheap com- 
puter. They were cobbled together 
with bottom-of-the-line parts, had 
few amenities, barely enough mem- 
ory to keep them going and were, 
for the most part, unsatisfactory. 
Today, you can buy a model with 
good graphics, plenty of memory 
and a big hard drive for less than 
$1,000 and still get a solid, fast ma- 
chine that will fill the bill for 99 per- 
cent of this column’s readers. 

Since I’ve twice mentioned hard 
drives, I want to repeat another 
piece of advice. Don’t overbuy. Un- 
less you’re storing DVD movies, you 
won’t need anything larger than a 
20-megabyte drive. I see models of- 
fering 60-megabyte drives that are 
far too big for regular folks. 

You don’t need that blazing speed 
I mentioned, either. (Manufacturers 
tend to use this as a marketing ploy.) 
My computer has a high-speed chip, 
but for nearly all my applications, 
I don’t see any real difference in 
speed compared to my previous 
computer. About the only people 
who will benefit from a high-speed 
chip are those who play sophisti- 
cated games, or architects and engi- 
neers who create three-dimensional 
drawings. You can send E-mail all 
day without seeing the slightest bit 
of difference, so don’t spend more 
than you need to.

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There Are No Trolleys in Toonerville! 


S OME OF US have been around 
long enough to remember the 
debut of many great classics, 
such as the 1939 release of the film 
Gone with the Wind or the Pulitzer 
Prize-winning novel The Grapes of 
Wrath. And many of the members of 
this special (but ancient) club can 
claim yet another colorful mem- 
ory — the advent of Fontaine Fox’s 
Toonerville Folks. 

The Toonerville Trolley began its 
madcap run around 1910. Before it 
derailed in the early 1960s, Fox’s 
comic cartoon had inspired a series 
of movies, wind-up toys, trolley 
replicas and tabletop games. For 
those who wax nostalgic, the United 
States Postal Service included Toon- 
erville Folks in its recent series of 
“Comic Strip Classics” commemora- 
tive stamps. Tokens and medals have 
been issued as well. 

One particular, personalized to- 
ken, designed by the late H. Alvin 
Sharpe, was produced for Lester G. 
Davis, honorary general chairman of 
the ana’s World’s Fair of Money™ 
in Atlanta, Georgia, August 8-12, 
2001. (He also was the general 
chairman of the ANA’s 1977 con- 
vention in Atlanta.) Davis’ quarter- 
sized token shows the often out-of- 
control trolley on the obverse. The 
reverse identifies Davis as an “Old 
Time Assay Commissioner,” vectur- 
ist and numismatist. 

Davis’ token is not the only nu- 
mismatic issue featuring the fabled 
old trolley. The late H.C. Schmal of 
Phoenix, Arizona, pictured the trol- 
ley on his personal elongated cent. 
Even the ANA succumbed to nostal- 
gia when it issued a transportation 
token “Good for One Fare” for the 


1985 Midwinter Convention in San 
Antonio, Texas. However, the en- 
graver of this issue took it upon him-

self to put the car in first-class 
condition, straightening the stove- 
pipe and placing all wheels on the 
track. The engraver either had no 
sense of history or was too young to 
accurately recall tidbits of Toon- 
erville Americana. 

In the interest of numismatic and 
historical accuracy, I ventured to re- 
search Toonerville. There are sev- 
eral places in our country that lay 


claim to the site of the Toonerville 
tracks: Betzwood and Valley Forge, 
Pennsylvania; Pelham Manor and 
Pelham Station, New York; and a 
place in Michigan. However, there is 
only one Toonerville on the map to- 
day, and it is in the southeast corner 
of Colorado. 

Toonerville lies 21 miles straight 
south of the small city of Las Animas 
on State Highway 101. It is easy to 
find. The paved road ends at Toon- 
erville, and so does civilization. No 
trolley travels the streets of Toon- 
erville, and there are no people . . . 
no Powerful Katrina, no Aunt Eppie 
Hogg. The Terrible Tempered Mr. 
Bang is not to be found, nor is Cyn- 
thia Scoop, Mickey McGuire or a 
retired Dan the Skipper. 

Only one building remains — 
unoccupied except for ghosts of 
characters past. Still, entities of some 
kind must visit. There are two 
freshly painted stop signs and three 
street signs! No one has yet in- 
formed county officials that there is 
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The Toonerville Folks cartoon strip and its erratic trolley (above) first 
appeared in 1910. The popular classic engendered a lot of memorabilia, 
including H.C. SchmaPs privately produced elongated cent (left) and the 
ANA’s 1 98S transportation token (right). 


no traffic in Toonerville anymore. 

Lack of visitors was a problem 
even in the early 1930s. The town 
fathers voted to change the name of 
Red Rock to Toonerville, believing 
that the popular moniker would at- 
tract tourists. There was even talk of 
running track from Las Animas to 
Toonerville. The hope of incoming 
visitors soon died, as did the town. 
There was a general store, a gas sta- 
tion, a few residents and little, if any, 
traffic. The only habitable house that 
remained was moved some 10 miles 
away several years ago. 

Still, Toonerville fans can accumu- 
late a small collection of medals and 
tokens. Thanks go to a few collectors 
who have fond memories of sitting 
on their fathers’ laps in old Morris 
chairs as they read the Sunday fun- 
nies to them. •

I N THE January installment of 
this column, I mentioned a scam 
originating in Nigeria whereby 
some lucky person would get a 30- 
percent share of $7.5 million in 
overbilled money that needed to 
be sent out of the country. As you 
can see, I did not go after this easy 
money — I am too busy checking into 
impossible schemes such as this. 

I since have learned that the offer 
was sent to a much larger group of 
individuals than I imagined. I have 
had reports from numerous ANA 
members all over the country. It 
seems at least three versions of the 
“stolen money” scam are going 
around. Sooner or later, someone 


with a little larceny in his heart will 
try to get the money, and in the 
process he will end up losing his

bank account, identity and who 
knows what else. 

The price offered for your bank 
account number has gone up to 
as much as $6.5 million. (In the 


original proposal, you would be 
paid $2.25 million for allowing the 
Central Bank of Nigeria to deposit 
$7.5 million in your account.) In an- 
other scheme, you could get 20 per- 
cent of $10 million from a bank 
manager who had to settle an estate 
by transferring the money out of the 
country before giving it to the 
widow. The latest, and greatest ploy, 
promised to give 30 percent of $21.5 
million that had been overbilled in 
some government oil contracts. 

In each of these scams, you had 
only to supply your address, bank 
account number, and enough per- 
sonal history to assure the perpe- 
trators you were worthy of receiving

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the money. One offer hinted that 
“sufficient assurance” might be re- 
quired to prevent you from withhold- 
ing their money. I can only guess at 
how much money one would have to 
put up as “security,” but you can be 
sure that no matter what the amount, 
it will never be seen again. 

File #680 

Who would not want to buy a unique 
Morgan silver dollar for only $19 
plus $2 postage? Before you get your 
checkbook out, it would be well to 
consider the advertiser’s definition 
of “unique.” It seems to mean that 
Morgan dollars dated 1921 are the 
only ones in the series made from 
slightly modified dies. Although that 
is true, they would have to be some 
pretty high-grade pieces to be worth 
the “regular price of $25” that has 
been discounted to $19. 

This novel sales approach is itself 
unique among the many offerings 
that ascribe almost mystical powers 
to the old Morgan design. I have to 
give the advertiser an “E” for “Ef- 
fort” for trying to keep the mystique 
alive and sell yet a few more of these 
ubiquitous coins. To the advertiser’s 
credit, the coins are all Brilliant Un- 
circulated, properly described and 
only a tad overpriced. 

File #68 1 

I had to laugh when I saw pictures of 
the latest coin from the Republic of 
Liberia. It commemorates Roy 
Rogers, the “King of Cowboys.” 
Now don’t get me wrong, Roy was 
one of my boyhood heroes, and he 
led an exemplary life that should be 
an inspiration to everyone. But how 
did he come to be commemorated 
on a coin from Liberia? Has the 
country finally run out of presidents, 
ships, animals and other subjects? 

Is there no end to the voracious 


appetite collectors have for coinage 
issues from this tiny country? And 
just why are so many coins needed 
in the Liberian economy? The obvi- 
ous answer is that Liberia looks 
upon stamp and coin sales as a “cash 
cow.” The question then is, “Will 
these pieces end up being as worth- 
less as similar items issued in the 
past by other countries?” 

You can buy an individual Roy 
Rogers 1 -ounce silver commemora- 
tive for $29.95, or a boxed set of two 
varieties for $69.50. That is kind of 
pricey for such things, but hey, he is 
the “King of Cowboys” and well 
worthy of the tribute. 

File #682 

A newspaper ad offered for sale a 
pair of dollar bills with matching se- 
rial numbers for $29.95, plus $4 for 
shipping and handling. It seemed 
like a good deal until I read more 
closely. I knew the government does 
not use the same serial number on 
more than one bill in the same se- 
ries, so I thought these might be 
printing errors. As such, they would 
be well worth the price. 

As it turns out, these bills are from 
two different Federal Reserve dis- 
tricts. They do have the same serial 
“numbers,” but different prefixes 
and suffixes, so they are not exactly 
the same. One is from the Boston 
district, the other from New York. 
They still make an interesting pair 
that you are not likely to find in cir- 
culation, but they do not have great 
appeal among collectors. 

The ad says that no serious collec- 
tor should be without a set, and men- 
tions limited production and that 
similar pieces from previous years 
have sold for large dollar amounts. 
Then the promotion contradicts it- 
self by saying that these are available 
because millions of Series 1999 dol- 


lar bills have been produced. They 
do make an eye-catching set, and in 
uncirculated condition they are a 
reasonably priced novelty item. 

File #683 

A recent full-page newspaper ad says 
that I can buy 30 years of United 
States proof sets for only $498, plus 
$9.95 postage and handling. It also 
says I would have to pay $671 or 
more for them elsewhere. The col- 
lection includes every regular proof 
set from 1963 to 1992, in original 
United States Mint packaging. 

You probably have seen this ad 
or something similar in newspapers 
or on TV. It has been running for 
quite some time. Frankly, I am sur- 
prised that the supplier has been 
able to round up so many sets to sell. 
Those in the hobby know that proof 
sets of that period have been sleep- 
ing for the past decade, but who 
would have thought so many still 
were available? 

I did not attempt to calculate the 
total worth of such a collection. It 
seems to me these are really neat sets 
that will please any collector or be- 
ginner. The fact that they are sealed 
in government holders generally 
assures their condition will be up to 
expectations, unless the coins were 
abused or have become spotted. 

It occurred to me that this firm’s 
accumulation of this many sets has 
influenced the basic price of these 
coins, and this is reflected in the cost 
of proof sets in the numismatic mar- 
ketplace. Regardless of the price 
charged, this promotion has drawn 
attention to an area of collecting 
that has been ignored far too long. 
Proof sets of this era contain beauti- 
ful coins that will not be around for- 
ever. It will pay to check the numis- 
matic market for competitive prices 
and consider buying a set. •

A Variety of New 
Numismatic Offerings 

■ Walter Breen’s Encyclopedia of 
Early United States Cents 1793- 
1814 (ANA Library Cat. No. GB30 
B7W2 C.3) is authored by the late 
Walter Breen in collaboration with 
Del Bland and edited by Mark 
Borckardt. It presents in a single vol- 
ume all pertinent information re- 
garding large cents. This 895-page, 
hardbound, illustrated volume con- 
tains enlarged photographs, detailed 
descriptions, rarity information, die- 
state data and condition-census in- 
formation about every die variety of 
the period. Included are new vari- 
eties never before published in a 
book-length study. Historical infor- 
mation is presented for each coinage 
year, along with quick attribution 
keys and additional die-linked plates. 

The volume describes all die vari- 
eties within each year, numbering 
345 marriages, 13 additional sub- 
varieties and 3 restrikes. It also pro- 
vides a survey of related literature, a 
special section on the minting 
process (courtesy of Craig Sholley), 
a thorough bibliography and index.

■ Crime of 1873: The Comstock 
Connection (ANA Library Cat. No. 
GB70.V3) by Robert R. Van Ryzin 
is the first numismatic volume to re- 
veal the story behind the passage of 
the Coinage Act of 1873 and Amer- 
ica’s change to the gold standard. In- 
terweaving international events that 
impacted the production and value 
of silver, the author explores the 
events and their pervasive impact on 
the economic and political history 
of the time, including the launch of 
the Free Silver Movement and the 
Populist Party. 

This rather Dickensian tale in- 
volves mysterious maneuvers, shady 
deals, political shenanigans and 
a good dose of greed. Van Ryzin

thoroughly researched contemporary 
reports, rare documents and previ- 
ously unpublished correspondence 
from the 1859 discovery of Nevada’s 
amazing silver Comstock Lode to 
William Jennings Bryan’s run for the 
presidency in 1896. He discovered 
evidence of improper influence on 
the part of William C. Ralston, Cali- 
fornia banker and power broker of 
the Comstock Lode, and Henry R. 
Linderman, director of the Phila- 
delphia Mint (until 1869) and co- 
author of the Coinage Act. Working 
in collusion, the pair structured the 
coinage legislation to place the 
United States on the gold standard, 
bolster Ralston’s control of the Com- 
stock Lode and clear the way for the 
introduction of the silver Trade dol- 
lar and Morgan dollar. 

With more than 300 black-and- 
white photographs, the book pre- 
sents colorful descriptions of the 
United States’ largest silver strike, 
mining and minting hazards, the es- 
tablishment of the Carson City Mint 
and history of the Trade dollar, as 
well as William Jennings Bryan’s 
“Cross of Gold” speech.

■ Strawberries, Peas and Beans: 
Truck Farming in Anne Arundel 
County (ANA Library Cat. No. 
PA80.M3M8) by Willard R. Mum- 
ford lists more than 1,500 varieties 
of local farm tokens. From the 1870s 
to the 1930s, farmers in Anne Arun- 
del County, Maryland, used the to- 
kens to pay their pickers when they 
turned in quarts of strawberries or 
bushels of peas or beans. Made 
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mostly of brass, the utilitarian pieces 
simply bore the farmer’s initials and 
a value. 

Numerous black-and white pho- 
tographs tell the story of the farm- 
ers, their produce, the pickers and 
their checks. With more than 2,000 
truck farms in the area, labor prob- 
lems were solved by bringing in im- 
migrant workers from Baltimore for 
the summer picking season. The 
pickers lived in shanties provided by 
the farmers and were paid in tokens 
used to purchase supplies at local 
stores. Usually the farmers did not 
redeem the checks until all the crops 
were sold at the end of the season. 

Mumford provides a detailed list- 
ing of Anne Arundel County’s farm 
tokens, of which more than 50 de- 
nominations were produced in nu- 
merous shapes and sizes. He also in- 


cludes a token inventory and index 
for easy reference. 

The 184-page, 8 V 2 x 11 -inch, soft- 
cover book is available for $24 (in- 
cluding shipping) from Mumford 
at 1747 Long Green Dr., Annapolis, 
MD 21401. All proceeds go the Ann 
ALtrundell County Historical Society 
for the development of a vintage 
truck farm at the society’s 1830s Ben- 
son-Hammond House. 

■ The Sea of Markets and Money 
around Us, 8000 B.C.-2000 A.D. 
(ANA Library Cat. No. WA30.B5) 
by Allen M. Blair dispels economic 
myths, such as “markets and money 
are inherently bad,” “bureaucrats 
rather than businesses create jobs 
and prosperity,” and “most of Africa 
and all of the Americas were devoid 
of viable economic systems before 
the arrival of the Europeans.” The 


book utilizes archaeological docu- 
mentation to examine the world his- 
tory of money, markets, banking and 
accounting with regard to the in- 
digenous, pre-colonial peoples of 
Africa, the Americas and South Seas, 
as well as societies in Central Asia, 
Southeast Asia, India, China, Korea, 
India and Muslim regions. 

The 208-page, 8V4 x 10 V 4 -inch, 
softcover book contains 319 illustra- 
tions, a bibliography and an index, 
and also provides an overview of our 
wireless economy and the “romance 
of commerce.” It is available for

My reputation is as a “doer” who can 
turn major challenges into strategic 
successes. As an ANA staff manager, 
I wrote the business plan that put 
ANACS into encapsulated grading. 
The subsequent success allowed 
ANACS to be sold for what now 
represents 20 percent of the ANA’s 
endowment. As an ANA governor, I 
sponsored successful legislation to 
diversify the ANA’s investment port- 
folio, fix annual budgeting of in- 
terest income at 6 percent of the en- 
dowment, prioritize funding of The 
Numismatist as the one universal 
membership benefit, and rebuild the 
ANA’s web site to be the future’s pre- 
mier communications tool. 

The ANA’s continuing challenge 
is to get more of its resources to the 
local coin club and individual mem- 
ber. The Internet seems the obvious 
answer, but, paradoxically, a large 
portion of our membership has not 
embraced computer technology. I 
propose a two-pronged advancement: 
building the communications media 
of the future, while bolstering the 
traditional ANA Representative Pro- 
gram with added resources and 
staffing. Each will serve to spread the 
ANA message and allow feedback to 
headquarters and the leadership.

Student’s Lion Design 
Selected for the Lost 
Dutch Guilder Coin 

Anticipating the Netherlands’ 
changeover to euro currency 
next year, the nation’s last 
1-guilder coin bears a special 
reverse design created by an 
elementary-school student. 



A flag-waving lion designed by 
elementary -school student Tim van 
Melis was selected for the reverse of 
the Netherlands* last guilder coin to 
be issued before the nation switches 
to euro currency. 


The motif was chosen through 
a competition among the na- 
tion’s schoolchildren. A jury 
considered 55,000 entries be- 
fore selecting a flag-waving 
lion submitted by Tim van 
Melis from the town of 
Gemert near the southern 
Netherlands city of Eind- 
hoven. As the grand prize 
winner. Van Melis receives a 
multimedia computer. 

The coin’s life as a legal- 
tender issue began last month 
and will end on January 27, 
2002, when Dutch merchants 


will be able to accept only the 
new euro currency. A total of 
16 million pieces will be pro- 
duced, an amount equal to the 
number of Dutch citizens. For

Marconi’s Message 
Crossed Atlantic, 

His Medal Did Not 

One hundred years ago, Ital- 
ian physicist Guglielmo Mar- 
coni (1874-1937) received the 
first transatlantic wireless 
signal, sent from his station 
in Cornwall, England, to St. 
John’s, Newfoundland. But a 
medal he received in recogni- 
tion of his work on wireless 
telegraphy did not make it 
across the ocean. 

In 1918 Marconi was 
awarded The Franklin Medal, 
the highest token of recogni- 
tion bestowed by the Franklin 
Institute of Philadelphia. Ital- 
ian Ambassador Cellere ac- 
cepted the gold medal and 
accompanying certificate in 
Philadelphia on his behalf. 
Cellere sent the medal to 
Marconi on a transatlantic 
liner. Unfortunately, this took 
place during World War I, and

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Wright Flyer Soars on 
North Carolina Quarter

n May 13, 1900, Wilbur Wright 
wrote, “For some years I have been af- 
flicted with the belief that flight is possi- 
ble to man. What is chiefly needed is 
skill rather than machinery.” How accu- 
rate his statement was, especially in 
view of what Wilbur accomplished with 
his brother Orville a few, short years 
later. The two became the first men to 
build a machine that would enable a 
man to fly. The Wright brothers had no 
inkling that a century later their flyer 
would appear on a quarter honoring the 
State of North Carolina. 


An Inventive Team 

Intrigued by flight experiments by Ger- 
man Otto Lilienthal, American Samuel 
Langley and others just before the turn 
of the 20th century, Orville and Wilbur 
Wright were inspired to experiment in 
their small Dayton, Ohio, bicycle/ma- 
chine shop. They gathered information 
and opinions, corresponding with Lang- 
ley and other aviation pioneers, includ- 
ing Octave Chanute. “I make no secret of 
my plans,” Wright told Chanute, “for the 
reason that I believe no financial profit 
will accrue to the inventor of the first

Although the air- 
plane was Wilbur’s idea, 
it was Orville’s enthusi- 
asm that kept them going 
when problems seemed 
almost insurmountable. 
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The North Carolina quarter reverse is adapted from an actual photograph of the Wright Brothers’ 
historic first flight on December 17, 1903. The now-famous photo was taken by one of the handful 
of witnesses, John T. Daniels of the Kill Devil Life Saving Station. Later that day, the aircraft 
made a longer flight, but was forced down by a sudden wind gust and damaged beyond repair. 


flying machine, and that only those who 
are willing to give as well as to receive 
suggestions can hope to link their names 
with the honor of its discovery. The prob- 
lem is too great for one man alone and 
unaided to solve in secret.” 

The brothers’ strong points were 
their ability to observe physical and 
mechanical operations, use their obser- 
vations creatively, test their work and 
make necessary adjustments. They con- 
structed and tested a series of kites and 
gliders, even building a wind tunnel in 
their bicycle shop to check their theo- 
ries. Planning to spend their business’ 
slow season conducting experiments, 
they looked for a test site having reli- 
able, steady winds of 15 miles per hour. 
In 1900 they traveled to an area near 
Kitty Hawk on North Carolina’s Outer 
Banks, whose terrain had the added 
benefit of soft hills of sand. 

They returned to the area each of the 


next three years to continue their test 
flights, believing that theoretical study 
was not enough. When they returned in 
1903, they had a glider with a motor. 

First Flight 

Orville and Wilbur decided to let gravity 
help them, and placed the rails that 
were used to launch the flyer on the 
lower slopes of Big Kill Devil Hill (a few 
miles south of Kitty Hawk). A trial on 
December 14 damaged the machine, and 
the following day was spent making re- 
pairs. Weather conditions were not good 
on the 16th, but the 17th was cold and 
clear. By 10:30 a.m., the machine was 
ready to launch. Orville climbed into 
place on the lower wing, and Wilbur sent 
John T. Daniels of the Rill Devil Hill 
Life Saving Station to man a camera he 
had positioned to capture the moment. 

About 10:35 a.m., the machine was 
in motion, heading into the wind. It rose 
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In addition to relay- 
ing the Wright broth- 
ers' message to their 
father, the telegraph 
operator in Norfolk, 

Virginia, leaked the 
news of their accom- 
plishment to the local 
VIRGINIAN -PILOT newspaper 
The misstatements in the stoiy were 
reprinted elsewhere, leading the brothers to 
distrust reporters. oBErrMANN/coiuus 


from the track after a 40-foot run. Dan- 
iels snapped the photograph (pictured on 
the previous page), which shows Wilbur 
standing on the ground to the right. The 
flyer stayed in the air for 12 seconds and 
traveled 120 feet. On the third flight of 
the day, Wilbur was on board and flew 
852 feet in 59 seconds. They did it! 

Telegram Tells It All — Sort of 

The brothers ate lunch, then walked to 
the Kitty Hawk weather station to send 
a telegram to their father in Dayton. 

The telegram misspelled Orville’s name 
and misquoted the flight time: 

Success four flights thursday morning 
all against twenty one mile wind started 
from Level with engine power alone 
average speed through air thirty one 
miles longest 57 seconds inform Press 
home . . . Christmas. 

Orevelle Wright 

The message was relayed through 
Norfolk, Virginia, to Western Union for 
transmittal to Dayton. The Norfolk tele- 
graph operator leaked the story to the 
city’s Virginian-Pilot, which exaggerated 
facts and added details that later were 
repeated so often they were difficult to 


correct. The front-page headline on the 
morning of December 18 read: 

FLYING MACHINE SOARS 3 MILES 
IN TEETH OF HIGH WIND OVER 
SAND HILLS AND WAVES AT KITTY 
HAWK ON CAROLINA COAST ... NO 
BALLOON ATTACHED TO AID IT. 

The news did not take the nation by 
storm. Few papers found the story to be 
front-page material, and the Associated 
Press wire service did not pick it up. 
Many people even doubted it was true. 

It was only after several years of ad- 
ditional work that the Wright brothers’ 
flyer was perfected to the point of practi- 
cality. In 1908 they signed a $25,000 
contract to build and fly one of their ma- 
chines for the U.S. Army Signal Corps. 
Wilbur took a newer craft to New York 
City for the Hudson-Fulton Celebration 
of 1909, where he captured the imagina- 
tion of more than a million onlookers as 
his demonstration flight took him from 
Governor’s Island, around the Statue of 
Liberty, up to Grant’s Tomb and back. 

Drafting a Quarter Design 

Fast forward to 1997. The United 
States Mint embarked on an ambitious 
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project; to produce 50 circulating com- 
memorative quarters honoring the 50 
States over a 10-year period. The coins 
were to be released in the order the 
States ratified the Constitution or were 
admitted to the Union. As the 12th 
State, North Carolina’s coin was sched- 
uled for release in 2001. 

A committee was formed to deter- 
mine the design of its quarter. Members 
included North Carolina Department of 
Cultural Resources Secretary Betty Ray 
McCain and Deputy Secretary Elizabeth 
F. Buford, and North Carolina Division 
of Archives and History Director Jeffrey 
J. Crow. Representing the numismatic 
community were Halbert Carmichael, 
and Dot and Ted Hendrick of Raleigh; 
Judith and Claud Murphy Jr. of Win- 
ston-Salem; and Bob Schreiner of 
Chapel Hill. (Unfortunately, Ted Hen- 
drick died in December 2000 and did not 
live to see the coin launch.) 

The committee issued a call for de- 
signs on April 21, 1999, suggesting that 
it was “particularly interested in draw- 
ings featuring the Wright brothers’ first 
flight, the original colony at Roanoke 
Island or lighthouses.” The committee 
reviewed and solicited four concepts, in- 
cluding the 1903 Wright Flyer superim- 
posed over an outline of the state; the 
Hatteras Lighthouse superimposed over 
an outline of the state; the Hatteras 
Lighthouse with a dune and sea gulls; 
and a rendering based on the Daniels 
photograph of the first flight. 

In The Wright Flier, committee mem- 
ber Dr. Jeffrey Crow said, “The commit- 
tee had to decide whether to choose a 
place or a historic event to symbolize 
North Carolina on the coin. In the end, 
the committee selected an event depicted 
by an actual photograph” — Daniels’ pic- 


ture of the first flight. Fellow committee 
member and North Carolina Numis- 
matic Association President Halbert 
Carmichael, quoted in a March 13, 2001, 
Winston-Salem Journal article, said that 
the design “beat out about 100 sugges- 
tions that ranged from children’s 
sketches to professional artwork and 
featured a lot of airplanes, a number of 
lighthouses . . . There was even one pig 
smoking a cigarette.” The Journal also 
reported that “designers at the U.S. 

Mint developed three proposals, two of 
the Cape Hatteras Lighthouse and one 
of the Wright brothers’ flight. The flight 
edged out the lighthouse by one vote.” 

The Quarter Launch 

The North Carolina Museum of History in 
Raleigh was the backdrop for the coin 
launch on March 12, 2001. Participants 
included United States Secretary of the 
Treasury Paul O’Neill, U.S. Mint Director 
Jay W. Johnson, North Carolina Governor 
Michael Easley, and Libba Evans, secre- 
tary of the North Carolina Department of 
Cultural Resources. Johnson and his staff 
brought along 700 uncirculated quarters 
to be distributed after the unveiling. 

Among the special guests were 5th- 
grade students from the North Ridge 
Elementary School in Raleigh, a member 
of the First Flight Centennial Commis- 
sion-sponsored First Flight Centennial 
Schools educational initiative. (The 
Commission is the state agency respon- 
sible for the celebration of the 100th an- 
niversary of the Wright brothers’ flight 
in 2003.) 

The North Carolina-Ohio Debate 

North Carolina and Ohio have a long- 
disputed claim to the birthplace of 
aviation. The Wright brothers’ conducted 
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Inside the 60-foot granite Wright Brothers 
National Memorial atop Kill Devil Hill, south 
of Kitty Hawk, visitors find a replica of the 
Wright Flyer, The original flying machine is 
in the Smithsonian Institution Air and Space 
Museum in Washington, D.C. 


many tests and their first successful 
flight at Kitty Hawk, but much of their 
experimentation took place in Dayton. 
“Giving North Carolina full credit for 
the Wright brothers’ invention in the 
early 1900s is like giving the moon credit 
for Neil Armstrong and NASA’s work in 
the 1960s,” wrote Mary Anne Sharkey, a 
spokeswoman for Ohio Governor Bob 
Taft, in a Columbus newspaper. 

North Carolina beat Ohio to the 
punch in placing the Wright Flyer on its 
quarter, perhaps only because the Ohio 
coin is not due for release until March 
2002. Nevertheless, says Jeffrey Crow, 
“There are probably some people in Ohio 
who are offended North Carolina would 
adopt this design. But it’s one of the 
most important events in world history, 
and it happened in North Carolina. Why 
shouldn’t we commemorate that?” And, 
say North Carolina backers, in 1937 
Dayton allowed Henry Ford to move the 
Wrights’ home and famous bicycle shop 


to Michigan for his museum in Green- 
field Village. 

North Carolina is proud of its new 
quarter and its role in aviation history. 
As intended by the legislation that au- 
thorized the 50 State quarters, the coin 
promotes education and knowledge about 
the state, its history and geography. □

ould Sears, Penney’s or K-Mart 
issue their own coins if they wanted to? 
No. But during the Civil War (1861-65), 
nearly 1,500 Northern merchants did 
just that — they put out their own coins. 

As soon as war broke out between 
the North and South, citizens started 
hoarding gold, silver and even copper 
coins. Because of a shortage in coins of 
small denominations, making change in 
the United States always had been hard. 
But it became so difficult during the 
Civil War that merchants in Connecticut 
began issuing their own copper coins. 

Local stamping mills took metal 
worth only one-fifth of a cent and 
changed it into tokens the size of a 
1-cent piece, which the change-hungry 
public was happy to accept. These pri- 
vate mints sold the tokens to firms such

as Wolfer’s tin shop, Wright’s dry goods 
store and Xelar’s saloon, pocketing a 
handsome profit on large orders, while 
leaving enough for the storekeeper to 
make his own profit, too. 

Merchant tokens usually featured a 
portrait of a Native American or a depic- 
tion of Miss Liberty on the obverse, and 
advertising for the store or merchant on 
the reverse. They carried an implied 
promise that they could be redeemed in

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goods or coins, even if that promise 
wasn’t always kept. 

Other tokens mimicked the govern- 
ment’s own Indian Head cents, except 
that to evade counterfeiting laws, the 
word NOT was inscribed above the 
denomination ONE CENT on the reverse. 

Several private mints produced 
tokens that didn’t say who issued them. 
These Civil War tokens had patriotic 
designs on both sides — including flags, 
eagles. Native Americans, cannons and 
ironclad ships. 

By the time the government got 
around to outlawing private coinage, 
some 25 to 50 million of these pieces had 
been produced. Plenty of Civil War tokens 
are available to collectors today. They 
often sell for less than $20 each. □

he Mercury dime and Walking 
Liberty half dollar are popular, well- 
known coins among collectors. Both were 
designed by German-born sculptor 
Adolph A. Weinman (1870-1935). They 
replaced the dime and half dollar cre- 
ated by United States Mint Chief En- 
graver Charles Barber. 

The new coins began circulating in 
1916, when World War I was raging. Lit- 
tle did anyone know that another World 
War would come to pass before their pro- 
duction ceased. The Mercury dime was 
last struck in 1945, and the Walking 
Liberty half dollar two years later. 

Walking Liberty Half Dollar 

In 1916 the Denver Mint struck more 
than a million Walking Liberty halves, 
and the San Francisco Mint produced 


more than 500,000. Although they are 
dated 1916, Walking Liberty half dollars 
from the Philadelphia Mint actually 
were first struck in January 1917, being 
delayed by production problems. 

There are no extremely valuable key 
dates in the Walking Liberty series, 
making it appropriate for beginners. The 
most valuable is the 192 1-D, of which 
208,000 were minted. Although it is 
more valuable than other dates in the 
series, it still can be purchased for about 
$100 in Good condition. 

Mercury Dime 

The Mercury dime also is a favorite of 
new collectors. (The obverse really shows 
a “Winged Head” Liberty, but it often is 
called “Mercury” because it resembles 
the mythological messenger.) The series

has several key dates, the most valuable 
of which is the 1916-D, valued at more 
than $450 in Good condition. Others 
include the 1942/1 and 1942/1-D over- 
dates, both of which carry a price tag of 
more than $200 in Good condition. The 
rest of the series is pretty affordable. 

There is one characteristic that will 
make the Mercury dime more valuable: 
“full split bands” (FSB). This term refers 
to the bands that hold the fasces, or bun- 
dle of rods, on the reverse. Most of the 
time this looks like one, large band, but 
coins that show clearly divided bands 
can be worth much more! I advise you to 


check your Mercury dimes carefully. 

It is hard to believe that two coins 
designed by Adolph Weinman in the 
early 20th century still are in demand 
today. But that is easy to see when you 
consider that the Walking Liberty half 
dollar and Mercury dime are affordable 
and beautiful works of art. □

OBITUARIES 


FRANK ANNUNZIO 

Representative Frank Annunzio, for- 
mer chairman of the House coinage 
subcommittee, died in Chicago on 
April 8, 2001, after a brief illness. He 
was 86 years old. 

An Illinois Democrat, Annunzio 
served 28 years in Congress as a 
member of the House Banking 
Committee. He is remembered for 
mobilizing a “living-room lobby” to 
defeat a proposal in which the 
United States Mint would manufac- 
ture a 28-coin program for the 1984 
Los Angeles Olympic Games that 
would be marketed by a private en- 
terprise. Ultimately, the Mint pro- 
duced and sold a scaled-back series 
consisting of two silver dollars and a 
$10 gold piece. 

Annunzio was born in Cook 
County, Illinois, on January 12, 
1915. He held a master’s degree 
from DePaul University and taught 
in Chicago public schools from 1936 
to 1943. During the 1940s, he be- 
came assistant supervisor of the Na- 
tional Defense Program and educa- 
tional representative of the United 
Steelworkers of America. Under Illi- 
nois Governor Adlai Stevenson, he 
served from 1949 to 1952 as state 
Director of Labor. 

Annunzio was first elected to the 
House in 1964 and retired at the 
conclusion of the 102nd Congress. 
As coinage subcommittee chair, he 
held numerous oversight hearings on 
Mint activities and was a strong pro- 
ponent of the commemorative coin 
program. He was a 1985 recipient of 
the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion’s Medal of Merit. 


KARL-ROBERT CLOSE- 
ANA 97959 

Karl-Robert Close, owner of Karl’s 
Imperial Coins in New Orleans, 
Louisiana, died at his home on 
March 13, 2001. He was 60 years old. 

“Karl was renowned in New Or- 
leans as a grading expert. His knowl- 
edge of coins, medals, tokens and 
currency was encyclopedic. He was a 
man who loved and lived the 
hobby,” recalls Eric Leonard, presi- 
dent of tbe Crescent City Coin 
Club, of which Close was a member 
since 1975. He held a membership 
in the ANA from 1979 to 1990. 

Close, an Army veteran, was born 
in Kassel, Germany, and resided in 
the New Orleans area for the past 26 
years. He is survived by his wife, 
Shirley; two sons, Wayne and Bob; 
his mother, Johanna; six grandchil- 
dren; and two great-grandchildren. 

RICHARD DeROBERTIS— 

ANA 120755 

Richard DeRobertis, a Chicago-area 
paper money dealer, died on March 
10, 2001. He was 73 years old. 

A member of the Chicago Coin 
Club, Society of Paper Money Col- 
lectors, International Bank Note So- 
ciety, Calumet (Illinois) Stamp Club, 
and other business and fraternal or- 
ganizations, DeRobertis enjoyed a 
wide range of numismatic interests, 
but specialized in United States pa- 
per money. Owner of an insurance 
agency before retiring, he became a 
part-time dealer at local coin shows. 

DeRobertis is survived by bis wife, 
Patricia; 8 children; II grandchil- 
dren; and a great-grandchild. 

EDWARD A. JENCIUS— LM 2 1 50 

Edward A. Jencius, a Brooklyn, New 
York, dealer in stamps, coins and 
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papal medals from Vatican City, 
died on February 17, 2001. He was 
76 years old. 

“This dear friend and dealer will 
be remembered for the special con- 
versations and letters we exchanged 
about the papacy and its 1,000-year 
history of coins and medals,” notes 
ANA life member Thomas F. Fitz- 
gerald. “Of immeasurable help to 
collectors of papal medals was a 
1977 publication by Jencius. Fran- 
cesco Mazio, a former director of 
the Papal Mint in Rome, published a 
catalog of papal medals in 1823 that 
listed 572 medals. In 1942 the Italian 
Mint printed a revised, updated cata- 
log of the Mazio work, complete 
with photographs.” Long out of 
print, this catalog was reprinted by 


Jencius with a brief introduction in 
English. He made it available to col- 
lectors at a nominal fee. 

Jencius’ passion for papal items 
inspired him to visit the Vatican sev- 
eral times each year. His trips to 
Rome, as well as his frequent news- 
letters and catalogs, enabled collec- 
tors to learn the latest news about 
papal numismatics. 

He is survived by his wife, Adele, 
and son, Peter, who will continue to 
conduct his father’s Vatican Coin 
and Stamp business in Brooklyn.

• In 1698 economist/politican 
Charles Davenant wrote that coins 
represented only half of the circulat- 
ing medium; the rest was comprised 
of bills, bank notes and “tallies” 
(sticks that were notched to repre- 
sent money owed). Perhaps this sug- 
gests an early realization that coins 
were becoming a lesser component 
of the money supply. 

Next month, I will discuss dif- 
ferent types of money used in Amer- 
ica and measurements of inflation. •

Grading Flowing Hair Half Dollars 


T hough the U.S. Mint 
was established in 1792, the 
inability of its coiner and 
its assayer to post their legally re- 
quired bonds delayed the production 
of gold and silver coins. In March 
1794, the amounts of their bonds 
were decreased, and benefactors 
stepped forth to make payment on 
behalf of the Mint’s officers. En- 
graver Robert Scot set about prepar- 
ing dies for the silver coins first, as 
deposits of that metal had already 
been received. 

The first half dollars were deliv- 
ered in October 1794. The obverse 
featured a bust of Liberty with 
streaming locks of hair; the central 
device on the reverse was a rather 
slim eagle perched within a simple 
wreath. This design continued 
through the summer of 1795, when 
production of half dollars was inter- 
rupted in favor of silver dollars and 
the new gold coins. When coinage 
of this denomination resumed more 
than a year later, the Flowing Hair 
type was replaced with the more 
elaborate Draped Bust issue. 

The mintage of 1794 half dollars 
was less than a tenth of that of the 
1795-dated pieces, and this propor- 
tion is clearly reflected in their rela- 
tive rarity. The 1794 issue is seldom 
selected by type collectors, as the 
coins dated 1795, while still scarce, 
are more likely to be encountered in 
high grades. Indeed, as of April 
2001, Numismatic Guaranty Corpo- 
ration (NGC) had certified just 
three uncirculated 1794 half dollars, 
the finest of these grading only Mint 
State (MS)-62. In contrast, a total of 
34 1795 half dollars had received 
mint-state grades. These include 


seven pieces grading MS-63, six 
grading MS-64 and three that 
achieved the lofty grade of MS-65.

Far more common, however, are 
circulated examples. The grades most 
often found range from Very Good 
to Very Fine. Anything grading Ex- 
tremely Fine or higher must be con- 
sidered scarce to rare. This is true of 
both dates, but the 1794 halves are 
proportionally rarer overall. 

Several factors can affect a coin’s 
desirability, whether a mint-state 
specimen or a circulated exam- 
ple. Among these are “adjustment 
lines,” commonly seen on early 
United States silver and gold. Every 
planchet used for these precious- 
metal coins was weighed before 
striking. Planchets found to be 
underweight were returned to the 
ovens for melting, while the faces of 
overweight blanks were filed to re- 
move the excess metal. (Why the 
planchets were not filed on their 
edges to avoid scarring the finished 
coins remains a mystery.) 

Filing resulted in a series of linear 
depressions that were only partially 
effaced during the striking process. 
A few, shallow adjustment lines will 
not affect the grade of a coin, as they 
are considered a normal part of the 
minting process. Numerous or very 


deep lines may, however, affect the 
aesthetic value of a coin to such a 
degree that professional graders sim- 
ply cannot ignore them. 

Another peculiarity of these early 
coins, noticeable on both mint-state 
and circulated specimens, is that they 
often were incompletely or irregularly 
struck. Even on high-grade coins, 
portions of the design may be miss- 
ing, the result of a less-than-full strike 
or a deficiency in the die itself. 

Unless it is severe, weakness of 
strike should not affect the grade of 
a mint-state coin. (Worn coins are 
more likely to be evaluated by the 
amount of visible detail.) While 
some allowance must be made for 
weak or irregular strike, the type 
collector always should seek an ex- 
ample that was fully struck on a 
good-quality planchet. Such coins, 
whether worn or uncirculated, are 
few and far between. 

As is true of all early U.S. coins, 
beware of pieces that have been im- 
properly cleaned, repaired, or touched 
up by engraving. Such coins are more 
common than one would expect, and 
collectors are urged to seek certified 
examples whenever possible. •

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The Thrill of the Search 


O NE OF THE most reward- 
ing aspects of our hobby is 
finding something that has 
gone unrecognized by others. Peo- 
ple have been looking for numis- 
matic treasures since coin collecting 
began, and the search has intensified 
over the past century or so. But, fear 
not, plenty of undiscovered items are 
waiting out there! Observant readers 
regularly find overlooked bounty. 

Q. Some years ago at my local coin 
shop, I acquired a 1787 New Jersey 
copper (Maris 63-S) in Extremely 
Fine condition. (My usual passion is 
large cents minted from 1816 to 
1857.) After a fruitless search, I was 
about to leave the shop when the 
owner unceremoniously produced 
the 1787 copper beauty from a drawer 
under the counter and tossed it on a 
velvet pad. (Small mercy.) A token 
price was met for the piece, which I 
whisked away for closer inspection. 

Now comes the problem. There is 
a mark in the field above the horse’s 
head that looks like a staple or pin 
scratch. This results in a patina-free 
area that detracts from the coin’s 
beauty. It is unfortunate that I did 
not notice the damage in the shop; 
however, the price was such that I 
couldn’t walk away without the coin. 
Call me foolish? 

What now? Is there a safe method 
to reduce the affected area? Can I 
repair it myself, or should I seek the 
advice of a professional? 

— N.A.F., England 

A. What a fun story — how many 
collectors (and dealers) have said the 
same: they couldn’t walk away from 
a nice coin, even though it had a 


problem. Maybe the price was right, 
or maybe the coin was very appeal- 
ing. It appears that both are true in 



your case. Foolish? Anything but. 

Before “working” on a coin and 
possibly tremendously reducing its 
value, I recommend you seek the 
help of an experienced professional. 
However, there is one method you 
may try that often works with lim- 
ited risk. 

I’m assuming the scratch is obvi- 
ous because it’s brighter in appear- 
ance than the surrounding surface 
area. It may be red, orange or yellow 
in appearance, which certainly 
stands apart from the coin’s even, 
brown, copper surface. This is be- 
cause “fresh” metal — copper in its 
unoxidized state — was uncovered 
when the coin was scratched. 

Naturally, oxidizing the fresh 
metal generally will make a small 
scratch less obvious and the coin 
more appealing. Try placing the 
coin in a small paper envelope, such 
as the 2 x 2 -inch type used by collec- 
tors in years past. Keep the coin in a 
safe place with a constant, moderate 
temperature and low humidity, and 
check it regularly to make sure it 
does not begin to corrode (an un- 
likely, but possible, occurrence). 
Over time, the metal inside the 


scratch should start to more closely 
resemble the rest of the coin’s sur- 
face. Again, be sure to check the 
piece regularly! 

Q. After reading John Golden’s 
“Those 1918-D Dime Die Cracks!” 
in The Numismatist (October 2000, 
p. 1142), I checked on the Mercury 
dimes in my collection. I came 
across a 1944-D dime in About Un- 
circulated condition that has what 
appears to be a root or branch cross- 
ing through the “D” in the mint- 
mark. Could this be a type of die 
crack that was described in the arti- 
cle? Are you aware of such a type?

A. I can’t be completely sure without 
seeing your coin, but it’s probable 
you have a die crack. So many dies 
were used to strike 1944-D dimes 
that it would be impractical (and ex- 
tremely difficult) to list them all. 
Listing all the dies (or at least dis- 
cernible varieties) for each date is a 
monumental task. Authors William 
H. Sheldon and Howard R. New- 
comb (large cents), and A1 C. Over- 
ton (Bust half dollars) managed to 
do so decades ago, even though the 
quantity of dies used for each year 
was much lower in those days. 

You could, however, start your 
own collection of “those 1944-D 
dime die cracks.” Undoubtedly, 
more distinct varieties exist for the 
date — you just have to look through 
a lot of dimes to find them. That’s 
the “thrill of the search” (credit to 
Dorothy Stutzman for that one).

Frequency of Counterfeits 
and Alterations

Transfer 
dies create very good copies (such as 
the one above), although they lack the 
fine detail of genuine pieces.

• Provides certification services for ANA members only. 

• Provides additional information on membership services.

• Please submit items in easy access holders. Mark holders with matching submission numbers. 

• Fee schedule: $23 ($28 nonmember) per item for specimens valued up to $4,999 each. For items valued at $5,000 or 
more the cost is $40 ($48 nonmember) per specimen.

CURA'I'OR’S CORNER 

BY ROBERT W. HOGE 


Building Our Collection 
of Hammered Coinage 

Several times over the years, I have 
featured English hammered coins in 
this column in the hope of bringing 
interesting acquisitions to the atten- 
tion of the membership and alerting 
potential donors to this remarkable 
area of need in the ANA’s cabinet. 
Understandably, I always am pleased 
when someone steps forward to help 
fill such voids. 

An excellent example is a gift of 
nine, medieval English silver “Short 
Cross” pennies. These pieces, along 
with four, nice ancient Roman coins 
and a medieval Milanese grosso, 
were donated by Kerry K. Wetter- 
strom, editor/publisher of The Cela- 
toVy a fine monthly magazine devoted 
to the coinage and monetary history 
of the pre-modern era. 

The Short Cross penny derived 
its name from the appearance of its 
reverse type (as differentiated from 
that of its successor, the “Long 
Cross” penny). In each case, the re- 
verse design consisted of a double- 
outline or “voided” cross, which at 
the time served as a convenient aid

in cutting or breaking the coins into 
halves or quarters to “make change” 
in the form of halfpennies or far- 
things (fourth pennies). The Short 
Cross issue, in which the voided 
cross extended outward from the 
center only to an inner, beaded cir- 
cle, was introduced by Henry II 
(1154-89) in 1180 to replace the 
“Cross-Crosslets” type. (The Cross- 
Crosslets — often referred to as the 
“Tealby” type after the 19th-century 
site of the largest hoard of this issue 
ever discovered — unfortunately are 
not represented in the ANA cabinet.) 

Prior to Henry’s reign, English 
coin types were changed every few 
years, as well as at the accession of 
each new monarch. With the Cross- 
Crosslets series (beginning in 1158), 
Henry initiated a policy already 
common on the Continent: the 
long-term use of particular obverse 
or reverse types (known to numisma- 
tists as “type immobilization”). Aside 
from the unchanging design for 
more than 20 years (previously un- 
precedented in English minting), the 
Tealbys exemplified a low point in 
numismatic art and craftsmanship. 
By 1180, the public presumably was 
more than ready for the new and im- 
proved Short Cross issue. 

The Short Cross series was minted 
without any change in the monarch’s 
name or other substantial variation 
through the remainder of Henry IPs 
reign, as well as through those of his 
sons Richard the Lionhearted (1189- 
99) and John (1199-1216), and the 
first 30 years of the reign of his 
grandson Henry III (1216-72). 
Careful study of stylistic elements by 
British numismatists, however, has 
made it possible to categorize the se- 
ries into eight classes and a number 
of sub-classes. The Wetterstrom do- 
nation includes a selection of the 
issues: one attributable to either

With the Wetterstrom donation, 
the Short Cross penny series now 
makes up about one fourth of the 
ana’s entire English medieval coin- 
age holdings! The cabinet still is 
extremely deficient, so I invite any 
collectors of English hammered 
coinage to consider making further 
donations to help strengthen the 
ana’s ability to present and inter- 
pret this important field. •

Central States Auction 
Realizes $4.3 million 

Heritage Numismatic Auctions, offi- 
cial auctioneer for the recent Cen- 
tral States Numismatic Society 
(CSNS) convention, brought in nearly 
$4 million with its “Signature Sale” 
held April 5-6. A “Bullet Auction,” 
conducted April 7, accounted for an 
additional $370,000 in sales. “The 
prices realized for our recent auctions 
affirm the importance of the Central 
States Convention as a selling venue,” 
said Heritage Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Greg Rohan. He added that col- 
lector participation and competition 
both were strong, aided by Heritage’s 
Internet presence. 

Session I of the auction was de- 
voted entirely to paper currency. 
Prices realized for the Warren D. 
Barton Collection of Texas National 
Bank Notes were especially robust. 
The collection featured a 1929 $5 
Type One, graded Choice-Gem Crisp 
Uncirculated (Fr- 1800-1) from the 
Melissa National Bank. Estimated to 
sell for $1,500 to $2,000, it realized 
$4,255. A Very Fine 1902 $10 Third 
Charter “plain back” (Fr-651) from 
the First National Bank of Santa 
Anna brought $5,060, while a dis- 
covery 1902 $10 Third Charter 
“date back” (Fr-618) from the Semi- 
nole National Bank sold for $6,670. 

Session II resulted in high prices 
paid for Indian Head and Lincoln 
cents, perennial favorites among 
collectors. The Richard Weiss Col- 
lection of Proof Indian Cents fea- 
tured an 1864 copper-nickel speci- 
men graded Proof-66 that brought 


$5,405, surpassing any similarly 
graded example sold by Heritage in 
the last decade. 

In the category of Lincoln cents, a 
1914-S Mint State (MS)-65 Red set a 
record for this issue at a Heritage 
auction. The coin, described in the 
catalog as “fully struck” and “spar- 
kling with originality,” traded hands 
for $14,375. (In 1998 Heritage auc- 
tioned an MS-66 Red specimen for 
only $12,650. 

The highest realized price among 
certified Lincoln cents was achieved 
by a 1922 “no D” piece with “strong 
reverse.” When the gavel finally fell 
on this MS-65 Red cent, bidders had 
driven the price to $49,450. 

Among other high-performing 
Lincolns was a fully lustrous 191 9-S 
certified as MS-66 Red that sold for 
$19,550. The most interesting cop- 
per” cent of the sale was a 1943 error 
specimen struck on a 2 5 -cent Cura- 
cao Island planchet. Because of its 
close association with the fabled 1943 
copper cent, the auction house fol- 
lowed the bidding activity on this coin 
with particular interest. Net graded 
Fine- 12, the cent realized $7,475. 

In nickels, a discovery specimen 
of the rare 1916 with doubled-die 
obverse (MS-63) stole the show 
when it sold for $83,375. Among 
silver coins in the sale, William 
Dominick’s 191 6-D Mercury dime 
(MS-67) passed to a new owner for 
$128,800. Also of note is the $6,038 
paid for a 1977-D Eisenhower dol- 
lar graded MS-67, the single highest 
price ever paid for such a piece at a 
Heritage auction. The category of 
gold rarities included a certified 
1854-S dollar (MS-65) that went for 
$16,675, and a 1795 “13 leaves” ea- 
gle that brought $14,720.

. - e were also fortunately able to purchase a large hoard of gold staters, bequeathed by 
the Scythian King Koson's widow, from northern Thrace, to the war chests of Brutus and 
his republican allies in their struggle against Octavian (Augustus Caesar). These staters of 
near pure gold weigh about 8.5 grams and depict a procession scene copied directly 
one of Brutus' silver denarii which he struck as a moneyer in 54 B.C., early in his political 
career. The reverse depicts the Roman eagle holding a wreath of victory in one claw, simi- 
lar to Roman Republic silver and gold motifs. The monogram BR for Brutus appears to the 
left of the obverse figures and the dead king's name, KOSON, beneath. The middle figure 
is the ancestor Lucius Junius Brutus, who overthrew the last king of Rome in 509 B.C. and 
established the Republic. Q. Caepio Brutus (Marcus Junius Brutus) was the descendent and 
senator who plotted the assassination of his friend, Julius Caesar, whose personal ambition 
was crushing the republican government. After the fateful Ides of March, civil war broke 
out with Brutus, Cassius and the Republicans pitted against an alliance of Julius Caesars 
nephew, Octavian, and Marc Anthony. Brutus held office in Macedonia, adjacent to the 
kingdom of Koson. This gold hoard was doubtless struck 43/42 B.C. as military payroll for 
the Republican army, which was defeated at Philippi in 42 B.C. Brutus fell on his own 
sword after the loss.

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Lost Treasures, Pizza Pleasures 


L awrence J. Lee certainly 
is one of Pearlman’s People. 
His 1970s-era photo was in 
The Numismatist this past March 
(p. 276). Long-haired, with a grin 
emerging from under a thick beard, 
he’s pictured holding the remains of 
a buffalo skull discovered during the 
days he worked for the Midwest 
Archeological Research Center in 
Lincoln, Nebraska. 

The beard is grayer and more 
closely cropped these days, and the 
hair is considerably shorter, but 
Larry’s grin remains quite evident. 
Wouldn’t you be happy, too, if you 
were curator of the legendary Byron 
Reed Collection of Coins and Man- 
uscripts at the Durham Western 
Heritage Museum in Omaha? Larry 
Lee has an enviable job overseeing a 
celebrated collection that includes 
an 1804 Bust silver dollar and a su- 
perb 1797 gold eagle. There’s noth- 
ing inserted into little blue folders 
here. This wonderful museum is a 
“hidden” treasure housed in Oma- 
ha’s vibrantly restored Union Sta- 
tion, complete with vintage Union 
Pacific railroad cars you can walk 
through and reminisce. They have 
even refurbished the station’s old 
soda fountain, where you can dine at 
the counter. 

Long before Donald Trump, By- 
ron Reed made his 19th-century for- 
tune in the real-estate business, as- 
sembling in the museum’s descrip- 
tion, “a stunning collection of coins, 
documents, books, maps and other 
items of great historical impor- 
tance.” When Reed died in 1891, his 
collection went to the City of Oma- 
ha and now is exhibited and main- 
tained by the Durham Western Her- 


itage Museum. An earlier dispute 
about the city selling portions of the 
collection is over. Superb rarities re-

main “for the citizens of Omaha, the 
people of Nebraska, and all of the 
world to view, study and enjoy.” 

During a recent business trip to 
the museum’s “Lost Treasures” ex- 
hibition, I used unsupervised activity 
time to wander leisurely through the 
Reed Collection gallery. Well-lit 
cases are filled with diverse coins, 
patterns and territorial gold; bank 
notes and wildcat notes; Hard 
Times, Civil War, Sutler and mer- 
chant tokens; and assay, military and 
peace medals. 

Even though the security staff was 
warned that I’m a former ANA gov- 
ernor, the museum trusted me to pri- 
vately examine a number of items 
housed in a combination walk-in 
vault and curator’s office. Larry 
brought out several trays of Reed’s 
colonial coins, a sort of personalized 
lost-treasures exhibit. (I got hooked 
on colonials in the mid 1970s, igno- 
rantly entering this intricate field at 
the absolute height of the market 
immediately before the United 
States Bicentennial. When a promi- 
nent Chicago dealer later asked me 
why I collect “that crap,” I calmly 
replied, “Because you can’t buy it by 
the roll or bag, and it’s not listed in 
the ‘Greysheet.’ ”) 


Nearly 35 years had passed since I 
last visited Nebraska during college. 
A high-school friend attending the 
University of Nebraska had invited 
me to watch the Cornhuskers foot- 
ball team narrowly squeak past my 
Kansas University Jayhawks by the 
tiny margin of 64 to 14, or some 
similarly humiliating, lopsided score. 
To ease my sorrow after the game, I 
was taken to Valentino’s, a popular 
Lincoln pizzeria, to enjoy something 
described as “the garbage pizza.” It 
had everything on it. 

Prior to my recent trip to Omaha, 
I mentioned this long-ago experi- 
ence to Deb Schmadeke, the mu- 
seum’s sharp public-relations and 
marketing coordinator. She and the 
amiable museum staff graciously 
brought in Valentino’s pizzas during 
my visit, creating a wonderful com- 
bination: pleasant people, precious 
coins and pepperoni. 

Executive Director Randall Hayes, 
who orchestrated the museum’s 
overwhelmingly successful resur- 
gence in the past five years, talked 
about his perceptive philosophy dur- 
ing the informal lunch. He wants 
visitors to have fun as well as be edu- 
cated. (We laughed about one par- 
ticular “numismatic” exhibit when 
he supervised the Nevada Museum 
of Art in Reno. An artist had used 
genuine $100 notes to make what he 
called “A Wreath a Franklins.”) 

The Durham Western Heritage 
Museum (www.dwhm.org l is located 
at 801 South 10th Street in Omaha. 
Just like Larry Lee, it is a numis- 
matic treasure. •
